Festive.— On last Tuesday, while our armies 
were engaged in a bloody and desperate strus- 
gle for lite and death, a jovial party assembled 
in Boston over luxuries and wines and rare 
delicacies to celebrate an anniversary. In 
fhe chair was Wm. Lloyd Garrison. George 
Thompson, the Erglish Abolitionist, who 
thirty years ago prayed for a destruction of 
tfce Union, was an honored guest, and Tilton, 
Phillips, Mrs. Mott and Susan B Anthony 
were mingled up in the company, the blacks 
and whites all interspersed. It was emphat- 
ically a miscegenation meeting. & was the 
theory of amalgamation reduced at least to 
social reality. 

It seems to lnvc beeu a very pleasant meet- 
ing. Thev kid assembled to honor the anni- 
versary ol the establishment of an Abolition 
society in this country, and it was fit and ap- 
propriate that the gay assemblage should take 
place amid the thunders of hostile canncn and 
the blood of wounded and dying felloweitl 
rens. It was right that in scch a moment of 
triumph they should hold their fiendlike or- 
gies and rejoice over the havoc a D d death they 
bad succeeded in producing. 

Any other party than the Abslitionists 
could net r«joice at such a time; any other 
party would feel more like lamenting over the 
wanton bloodshed of the war. But this 
one party can triumph and exult in the 
carnage it has produced. It was to brlrg about 
this war they bave labored for thirty years. 
To produce it they have devoted every energy 
of their lives. They have advocated It in pub- 
lic addresses, in the pulpit and in the school- 
They have labored for it in seditious 
by prostituting the sunday- 
aud the educational publications of 
all kinds, to its foul purposes. They have 
spared nothiLg to gain their ends, and have 
even defied religion,' in a cry for an anti- 
slavery Bible and an anlislavery God, that 
this war might be produced. The agony, the 
tears of the war are to their ears the ravishing 
strains of triumphant music, that tells them 
their wicked victory has been won. 

We cannot, therefore, feel any surprise that 
at such a time they ehould hold an anniver- 
sary, and have a gay and joyous assemblage 
Already in the campaign a hundred thousand 
men, hort de combat, are dreadful witnesses of 
their Euccees. 

How the friends and relations of the dead 
and wounded will bear this insolent exalta- 
tion is something more than wc can well un- 
derstand. They arc more patient than we 
have any right to expect, or, in the midst of 
greater interests, have overlooked this wickr d 
little Boston dinner party. 

I»~A writer complaias that the preachers 
in England do not instruct their hearers in 
any connected system.

garded, little or no business came before 
them. The Circuit Court, for example, got a 
judgment and execution for debt, against one 
James Campbell, a rebel iu arms, but the pro- 
vost marshal forbade the sale. 

Then the Provost Marshal seized on 153 bar- 
rels of whisky belonging to the firm of Zint- 
zinger & Daniels, and forbade the sale of 
liquor in the department without a special 
permit. By this means, the sale of liquors 
was confined to persons from Boston, as no 
permits weuld be granted to any one else, 
Then a Mr. Hodgins.haviDg a place very suita 
ble for a liquor store, had it repaired, improved 
and paid the rent on it; General Butler seized 
it for "military purposes." The military pur- 
poses were shown a week later, when a Boston 
firm took the house as a liquor store. Another 
case was that of Mr. Singleton, formerly Post- 
master, when no one wonld accept effice un- 
der Mr. Lincoln. After losing by the army, 
he got permission to buy liquor; but after he 
had purchased, he found that the permit did 
not include a right to sell. A 6harp Yankee 
trick, to force him to dispose of it to some 
one of General Butler's pets. Then the Gas 
Company was notified that, in order to have 
their rights protected, they must take the 
oath. They took the oath, but Butler seized 
the gasworks, and sent to Lowell, Miss , for 
some one to carry them on. 

General Butler appointed commissioners to 
examine the bank6 of Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth. .They found no money, but there 
were two 6ilvsr cake-baskets belonging to a 
Mrs. Tatem, a widow lady; these were taken 
by the commissioners and cannot be recover- 
ed. Then some liquor laid up by Mr. Bili- 
solly for his daughter'* wedding was seized; 
some silver which Butler was looking for at 
the time not being found, the old man was 
thrown into prison. 

Then came an order that "every fourth 
dog" should be killed. The trouble was to 
find out just which one of the canine species 
was the unfortunate fourth dog, until applica- 
tion was made, when the Provost Marshal in- 
formed them that no dog should be killed 
whose owner would pay a suitable fiae. But- 
ler seized $00,000, held by the Howard Asso- 
ciation of Norfolk for the benefit of the poor, 
and granted a monopoly oi the wood buriness 
to a Boston firm. 

It can be seen from these few items that 
Butler is feathering bis own nest, and to be a 
friend of his from Boston is no bad specula- 
tion. Pierpont, who brings these charges, it 
is to be noticed, is himself a radical and in- 
dorses all the Government hes done In the 
matter of negro policy. He is not actuated, 
therefore, by any political feeling against 
GeB. Bntler. Whatever may have been the 
motives, and as black a record as it appears 
to be, it is no worse, ncr yet half so bad, as 
Buller is believed to be capable of doing. 

i3?""Some of our cotemporaries complain 
that the clergy and the churches interfere in 
politics, even take the lead in urging on war, 
subjugation, &c. What else do they expect? 
Have we not seen the same thing in all ages, 
since the days of Con6tantint? It is true we 
can't reconcile such conduct with the teachings 
of Christ; and we may hold the opinion that 
tbe clergy and churches should be otherwise 
occupied, especial'y if they take part against 
our side. It makes a good deal of difference 
if they are on the wrong side. It may not be 
wrong to interfere on our side, which is al- 
ways right, but it is very bad if they interfere 
against ns. That alters tho case, when it 
counts against us instead of for us. 

Preachers and people are only men, and any 
one who expects them to live up to tne teach- 
ings of Him whose kingdom is not of thi6 
world, expects too much. They ought to do 
better, especially if they are not on our side; 
but they will not do better. Preachers and 
people should do better than in old times, when 
the world had less experience; but they will 
do no such thitg. The history of man will 
repeat itself, will go round in a circle, and the 
successful party will call their gyrations pro- 
gress. We say, then, go ahead; we take no 
exceptions to the action of these ecleslasticil 
organ ; zilions. It is unchristian, to be sure; 
but that will not prevent it, for those con- 
cerned believe it all right; nay, they hold, 
whilst breakirg all the commandments, they 
are doing their duty. Like our Chief Magis- 
trate, they hold that what would otherwise be 
unchristian may became lawful by becoming 
indispensable.

To the Ttople of Kentucky: 

The Democratic party of the United 8tates 
have been called upon by the National Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee to assemble at 
Chicago on the 4'a of July, 1804, and select 
candidates for President and Vice President of 
the United States. In response to this invita- 
tiota, the Democracy of Kentucky ought to 
call a convention for tbe purpose of appoint- 
ing delegates to tbe Chicago Democratic Con 
vention and an electorr 1 ticket for this State. 

The Democratic party of Kentucky, which 
has for many vears held In equipoise the po- 
litical power of the State, and which »>t this 
time is believed to hold a decided majority, 
could not fail to respond to the summons 
from sister States to the Chicago Convention, 
without a culpable neglect of duty. The prin- 
ciples of that party, which would have pre- 
vented the civil war, usurpations and other 
calamities under which we now suffer, are too 
well known to need any repetition. They are 
the only meamt under heaven by which our 
country can be saved from utter ruin and re- 
stored to peace, prosperity and unior. A crisis 
so terrible arouses all who are not lost in the 
madness of the times or tbe trammels and 
corruptions of party to the necessity of rally- 
ing around the standard of the Democracy, 
and making one united effort to bring back 
the Federal administration within the limits 
of constitutional power and patriotic action. 

The Senators and Representatives of Ken- 
tucky at Washington (with the exception of 
the three Abolitionists) overwhelmed by a 
sense of the impending danger to the Repub- 
lic, have earnestly and unanimously recom- 
mended the uolon of all the opponents of the 
Administration in Kentucky In a convention, 
to be held on the 15th of June, for the pur- 
pose of sending delegates to the Chicago 
Democratic Convention and sustaining the 
action of that body. 

The Democrats of the State have conceded 
to these extraordinary circumstances all that 
liberality would suggest or patriotism permit. 
They have courteously responded to the prop- 
osition, and made known to the Central 
Union Conservative Committee their willing- 
ness to co-operate in carrying out this sug- 
gestion of the Congressional Delegation under 
the call prenared and signed by the Congress- 
men, but the offer was declined. 

It is needless to say to any ono acquainted 
with Kentucky politics, that the Democratic 
party of Kentucky will not be In any sense 
represented by the Convention which has been 
called through the Louisville Journal for the 
25th of May, nor is it necessary to mention any 
of the well known reasons why such a repre- 
sentation (under present circumstances) is a 
moral impossibility. 

Under these circumstances, we believe, the 
Democratic party In their convention at Chi- 
cago will be sustained by the great mass of the 
people of Kentucky, excepting only tbe violent 
ultras of Abolitionism and disunion. This will 
be an impressive admonition to our Federal 
rulers that the career of tyranny and pre 11 igacy 
now in progress will not be sanctioned by the 
people at the polls. 

We, your fellow-cltlzer s, now call upon the 
Democracy of Kentucky and all patriotic con- 
servatives who are willing to co-operate with 
the great party for our country's redemption, 
to rally in each county Immediately upon see- 
ing this call, and hold meetings to send as del- 
egates to the State Democratic Convention to

Rain After Battles.— It has been observed 
that our great batiles are followed by rains. 
This has been attributed to the concuesion of 
the air by the discharge of artillery. But the 
same thing, it seems, was observed in ancient 
times, when there wa3 no artillery. In the 
life ol Marius, Plutarch, speaking of the bat- 
tle of Aquae Scxtiae, sayt: 

From th^se writers we 'earn that tbe Mas 
silians walled in their vineyards with the 
bones th<y found in the field; and that the 
rain which fell the winter following soaking 
in the moisture of the putrified bodies, the 
ground WM so enriched by it that it produced 
tnc next season a prodigious crop. Thus the 
opinion of Archilcchus Is confirmed, that 
fields are fattened with blood. It is observed, 
indeed, that extraordinary rains generally fall 
after great battles; whether it be that some 
deity chooses to wash and purify the earth 
with water from above, or whether tbe blood 
and corruption, by the moist and heavy va- 
pors they emit, thicken the air, which is liable 
to be altered by the smallest cause.

Lee's Retreat— Interesting Correspond 
ence Between Tree and 
Wounded Cared for. 



[Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette.] 
Washington, May 14. 
Dispatches just received from the front 
bring down the narrative to 7 o'clock of last 
Friday evening. Up to that time the pursuit 
ordered in the morning had not been heard 
from, but it was not believed that the enemy 
had gone very far in much disotder. During 
Thursday night fiere was a desperate infantry 
tight, beginning at nine and

up to nearly four in tho morning. It was 
wholly a musketry fight, and so intense was 
the enthusiasm animating our army that even 
the officers toot muskets from the bands of 
dying soldiers and themselves loaded and 
fired with the rest. The rebels began retir- 
ing about four in the morning. Shortly aft t 
the cessation of the battle this morning, Lee 
sent in a flag of truce, asking a cessation of 
hostilities for twenty- four hours, to enable 
them to bury their dead. Grant replied 
promptly that Gen. Lee need cive himself no 
uneasiness on tbe subject. He (Grant) had 
plenty of men, and would see that the rebel 
dead were properly buried, and the wounded 
cared for, and that Gen. Lee must not allow 
any consideration of this kind to Interfere 
with biB contemplated movement. 

There were 9,400 rebel prisoners at Belle 
Plalr. They are well clothed, well fed, and 
are pronounced by our men the best looking 
prisoners we have ever taken from Lee's army. 
They make no complaints about their rations. 
Here in Washington the feeling, particularly 
in official circles, is confident, but not enthu- 
siastic. Nobody doubts that there is still 
severe work ahead of us. Meantime, all 
looks encouraging. Slgel has been heard 
from. Gen. Crooks is not far from the Lynch- 
burg and East Tennessee railroad. Several 
Senators and Representatives returned from 
Fredericksburg and the front this morning. 
General Grant's headquarters have been moved 
forward to Spottsylvacia Courthouse. There 
bad been no fighting after 6 o'clock yesterday 
morning up to 10. Tbe negro troops behaved 
very well on Tuesday. The rebels shouted 
out "No quarter, negro," and they replied 
they would be very glad to fight on these 
terms, and they kept their word. They went 
in handsomely, fought about twenty minutes, 
repulsed the enemy, and took no prisoners. 
Grant's policy has beea to U3e the veterans to 
do the he ivy fighting, then to pour forward bis 
negro and other raw troops. The rebel officers 
say that Lee announced to his army, after 
every daj's fighting, "We have won a brilliant 
vlctorv." 

At Fredeiicksburg the wounded are well 
cared for. Tbe Sanitary and Christian Com- 
missions and medical department bave fur- 
nished abundant stores, nurses, and every- 
thing needfHl. 

The road from the battlefield is in a 
condition, and jammed wit 
trains. 

The correspondent of the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette, after giving an account of Hancock's 
charge, by which so many Confederate pris- 
oncis were captured, proceeds with the ac- 
count of the battle : 

By eight o'clock a terrible rain and hail 
storm began to mingle with the crash, and 
the storm of artillery and musketry that was 
sweeping over Spottsylvania, the righting be- 
ing now mostly in open ground, which gave 
the artillery lair p'ay. The heaviest fire was 
now coming from Warren's corps, which held 
our center. There was no advancing, ho wev er, 
and seemingly little was gained on either side. 
The rebel artillery played furiously for a while 
on Grant's and Meade's headquarters. After 
its firinc: had subsided, the desperate n lure 
of the fight was the more apparent. Every- 
where were the wounded, dead and dyicg. 
The last four or five hours had done fierce 
work, as scarred trees and many dead bodies 
of men and horses plainly told. The guns 
token by Hancock are all twelve pound Rod- 
mans. 

At 10 o'clock there is a general engagement 
again all along the lines, Hancock and Bum- 
side on the left, and Warren and Wright on 
the rieht. Dense clouds of smoke rose, and 
by their wavering lines they marked the ebb- 
ing of the battle. The rebels are clinging to 
their positious as with a death grip. Our men 
were excessively fatlged, but still pushed 
cheerily up to the work. At 13 o'clock 
the heavy rain ceased. Bumside Is or- 
dered to pour his whole corps forward npon 
the enemy. Meanwhile Warren having found 
the enemy too strong, we are readjust* 
ing our right, and massing our forces to the 
left. Hancock turns numbers of the rebd 
guns captured in the morning agaicst them, 
and his and Burnside's corps pour in a terrific 
musketry fire. Two o'clock comes, and still 
the rebels stubbornly hold tht ir ground. Lee's 
lines have all been thoroughly re-!ormed, and 
resting behind their breastworks, they return 
our fire as vigorously as we send it out. The 
annonade grows heav'er as we try to sweep 
them from their ground by superior weight of 
metal. 

Later In the afternoon, and just as our dis- 
patches close, they at last give way. and we 
are driving them beyond the posteffice. Vic- 
tory once more, and victory, too, over a foe it 
proud honor to have vanquished! Al- 
most without supplies, with communications 
with Richmond cut, with ammunition grow- 
ing scant, they still battle with a desperation 
that gives us a new idea of the spirit of 
American soldiers. 

Our losses are very heavy, especially in offi- 
cers, whose reckless habit of going Into battle 
full uniform adds Immensely to their fa- 
tality. Among them is Gen. Wright, slightly 
wounded. 

Re-enforcements are pouring forward to 
Grant, and his effective number will so be 
swelled to something like the force with 
which he started. Numbers of men who have 
reported at tbe hospitals, wounded, have only 
trifling hurts. Some are 6neaks, who have tied 
up their ankles and pretended to limp off the 
field to get out of dr nger. All such are being 
inexorably sent back to the front. 



A gentleman reached this city yesterday af- 
ternoon who left Richmond Sunday, the 8*.h 
Inst, He has long resided and is well known 
there, and has remained all through the war, 
being exempt from conscription for physical 
causes. As he has interests there, and intends 
returning when he can safely do so, he does 
not wish his name made public; and he is also 
continuing, somewhat reticent as to matters there, con 



earning which hs must be well informed. We 
however gather the following facts from con- 
versation with him : 

The general impression among the citizens 
was that there was no danger of the capture of 
Richmond. In this feeling our informant did 
not participate ; but, thinking it very probable 
the city would be besieged and shelled, if not 
captured, he de'ermined to leave. 

B -ing well known, he had no difficulty in 
obtaining a pass to go with a mule and cart to 
the residence of a near relative in New Kent 
county, some twelve or fifteen miles east of 
Richmond, to bring in a load of bacon. He 
attended church as usual, at St. Paul's, on 
Sunday morning, and heard a sermon from 
the pastor, the Rev. Dr. Minnegarode, lrom 
the text (taken from the first morning lesson 
for that day), Joel, second chapter and twen- 
tieth verse — "I will remove far off from you 
the Northern army." He says President Da- 
vis was present, but not Mrs. Davis. The 
President was clad In deep mourning, and 
looked more sad and depressed than usual, 
owing, as he supposes, to the recent death of 
a favorite child. 

He left his boarding house about two p sc., 
and as he passed out of the city, passed a large 
number of Federal prisoners who had just ar- 
rived, captured in the battles of the Thursday 
previous. It was stated to him there were two 
thousand of them, and that tbey were largely 
from Massachusetts. He reached his destina- 
tion about sunset, and aided in loading up his 
bacon. He then gave the cart and pass to a 
negro servant of the family, who returned 
with It to Richmond, he saying he should stay 
a few days there. 

He purchased a mule, and remaining with 
bis frieads till dark made for the James river, 
being piloted part of the way by a slave who 
knew all the roads, and having had minute 
directions given him as to the pickets and 
camps of tbe rebels, be reached the river at 3 
o'clock on Monday morning, without moles- 
tation, and gave his mule to a negro to row 
him out into the stream iu a punt. He was 
picked up by a returning transport and landed 
at Fortress Monroe, whence he made his way 
here. 

He says Butler's movements were not halt 
so much dreaded as Grant's; that the general 
belief was Lee would leave a part of his forces 
in his intrenebmenta behind the South Anna, 
who could easily hold Grant at bay, while with 
the rest he would fall on Butler and annihilate 
him, with the assistance of Beauregard and 
Hoke, and thus, with the three commands 
combined, return to assail Grant once more.

General Robinson's Division Roughly 
Handled— The Geneial Leads a 
Charge and is Wounded— The Rebels 
are Too Much for Us— Fire in the 
Woods, and Some of Our Wounded 
Burned. 

Washington, Wednesday, May 11, 18G4. 

Gen. Robinson suffeis much from his 
wound, which !s in the knee. 

His division was in the advance on the 
Spottsvlvania road, from Todd's Tavern, with 
Geu. Phil. Sheridan's cavalry, and had driven 
the rebels about six miles, carrying two po- 
itions they had endeavored to hold on to. 

On reaching a cross-road the rebels made 
, determined stand behind a temporary 
breastwork of rails and ties, and were massed 
In strorg force, the greater part of their po- 
sition being hid from view by dense woods. 

An attempt was nude to carry this position , 
but it failed, when General Robinson rode 
up In front of his men and said, "The place 
must be ours," and asking the men to follow 
him. 

The men replied with loud and enthusiastic 
cheers, and forming In line, rushed to the at 
tack in most gallant style. 

A terrible lire of musketry from the rebels 
met them in the fac>, and General Robinson 
being wounded and scarcely able to keep his 
seat in the saddle, the column was forced to 
fall back. 

The whole affair cost us about three hun 
dred men, and the loss of the services of one 
of the ablest and bravest generals In the 
army. 

The Penns)lvanla reserves were afterward 
led against the same position, but tbey met 
the same late as General Roolnson's iorce, 
and the attempt was abandoned for the 
night. 

Colonel Locke, Assistant Adjutant-General 
to General Warrer, was seriously wounded In 
the face on Sunday, while riding down the 
line delivering orders. 

One of the most repulsive spectacles pre 
sent d in the late encounters was that of some 
bodies found partially consumed by fire, the 
unfortunate men having been burned to 
death. 

These fires had been started by men who 
had been cooking, or through some heedless 
carelessness, and tbe leaves and husks lying 
around being very dry, the flames spread with 
great rapidity, extending over acree. 

Of course, the wounded left on tne ground 
suffered the additional torture of death by 
fire. 

A number of our wounded were on Mon- 
day still on the W ilderness battlefield.

More Hard Fighting is Expected. 

[Spe:ialto the Times.) 
Washington, May 15— Midiight. 

The latest intelligence received here from 
t-e front, through unofficial sources, is up to 
one o'clock yesterday. On Saturday evening, 
just before dusk, the rebels made an attack on 
tho posltioa occupied by the Fifth «-«twsj, 
priccipally with artillery, but were finally 
driven back with severe loss. The cannon- 
ading was furious for several hoars. We lost 
a number of valuable officers and from 200 to 
300 men killed and wounded. After the re- 
pulse of the rebels, one division of the Fifth 
corps made a charge upon tbe ene 
tion, and, it is reported, captured a i 
tery and a number of prisoners. 

On Saturday night Le forces were believed 
to be in line of battle about three miles be- 
yond Spottsylvania, in a southwesterly direc- 
tion. 

Several important changes have been made 
in the positions of our corps. It would be 
improper to say what tbey are. 

Grant will bring to bear in the next attack 
superior forces on all sides. 

Fresh troops are arriving, and a general as- 
sault was to have been made on the enemy '3 
right wing Saturday morning. Bat owing to 
the wretcaed condition of the roads, which 
have been rendered rlmost impassable by 
storms, a portion of our army toiled to get 
into position, and the attack had to be 
abandoned. 

My inlormant says the impression prevails 
at headquarters that there would be hard 
fighting yesterday this side of North Anna 
river. 

Lee has his forces massed, and will give us 
battle again as soon as we advance.* His army, 
according to the statements of prisoners cap- 
tured yeaterdiy, is on quarter rations, and 
without hope of receiving supplies from Rich- 
mond or Lynchburg. 

Since the tight ou Thursday ws bave cap- 
tured about 2,000 more prisoners, making our 
total captures nearly 12,000.

Tue Rebel Gen. Stuart.— The telegraph 
brings us intelligence of the death of General 
J. E. B. Stuart, the most diitin-uistei cavalry 
officer in the Confederate army. Gen. Stuart 
was born in Patrick country, Virginia, gradu- 
ated at West Point in 1S54, and rose to the 
rank of First Lieutenant of cavalry in lS5o; 
in 1867 was wounded in a fight with the Chcy 
eune Indianr; in 18G0 was promoted to a Cap- 
taincy, and on the 14:h of May resigned bis 
commission in the United States service and 
immediately entered the Confederate s: r?icp, 
'and commanded a regiment of cava'ry in the 
first battle, of Ball Ran. He was promoted 
Brigadier, and soon after M 'jor General, and 
on the 2J1 of Augcst captured Gen. John 
Pope's private correspondence, and made his 
famous raid into Pennsylvania in the follow- 
ing October. lie was a brilliant cavalry effl- 
cer, and leaves a widow, tbe daughter of Philip 
8f. George C ooke.

-n.pt and railroad track for about ten rnUes. 
embracing several culverts; recaptured 17ft or 
our men, includine two Colonels, one Msjor, 
and several other officers. 

On the momir.gol tbe 10:h he resumed op- 
erations crossed the South Anna at Grand 
Souirrel Ridge, and went into camr- . About 
divli-ht on the lUh he captured Ashland 
Station, and destroyed one locomotive a train 
of cars, and two or three Government build- 
ings containing a large amount of stores. He 
also destroyed several miles of road, includ- 
ing six culverts and trestle bridges and the 
te-leeraph wires. About aeven o'clock on the 
11th be resumed the march on Richmond. He 
♦onnd the rebel Stuart with his cavalry con 
centrated at Yellow Tavern, and attacked 
him- and, after an obstinate contest, gained 
possession of the turnpike, capturing two 
pieces of artillery, and driving his forces back 
toward Ashland and across the north fork of 
the Chickahominy. 

A: the same time a party charged down the 
Bre ck road and captured the first line of the 
en- rev's works around Richmond. During 
the nigbt be marched the whole of his com- 
mand between the first and second lines cf the 
enemy's works on the bluff overlooking the 
lice of the Virginia Central railroad and the 
Mechanicsville turnpike After demonstrat- 
ing around the works, and lindinjr them very 
strong, he gave up the intention of assaultine, 
and determined to rccross the Chickahominy 
at Meadow's bridge. It had been partially de- 
stroyed by the enemy, Dut it was repaired in 
about three hours, under a heavy artillery 
iir-j trom a rebel battery.
